A Conspiracy for the Overthrow of the 
Monarchy in Spain. 


THE REVOLUTIONARY MOVEMENT SAID 
10 BE DIRECTED FROM PARIS. 


The Queen Regent Taking Energctic 
Steps to Detect the Arch-Conspirators 
and Defeat Their Machinations—Rus- 
sian Funds Advancing — Epidemic of 
Typhus—Foreign News. 


LoxpoN, Sept. 10.—Madrid advices state 
that the Government is in possession of evi- 
dence going to show conspiracy for the 
overthrow of the monarchy andthe estab- 
hlishment ofa republic. The authorities are 
very reticent, but there is now no doubt that 
the recent Barcelona outbreak was a prema- 
ture explosion of a section ofa mine that 
the revolutionists abroad andat home had 
been for some time in engaged in laying. It 
ics said that the revolutionary movement has 
been delayed by the expectation that the 
young King might fall a victim to some of 
the ils of childhood and thereby give a 
favorable pretext and opportunity for an 
outbreak. The flasco at Barcelona was owing 


to the fact that some of the leaders there had 


failed to receive instructions as to the post- 
ponment ofthe intended insurrection and 
thereby acted hastily and withouta general 
support. When the movement comes, Bar- 
celona is expected to furnish a mulitude of 
recruits for the Republican ranks. 

PIRECTED FROM PARIS. 

The conspiracy is said to be directed from 
Parts and to have branches in London and 
Lisbon, the overthrow of the Portuguese 
monarchy and the institution of an Iberian 
republic, that will take in the whole pen- 
insula, being in the programme. The Queen 
Regent has for some time past been taking 
energetic steps to detect the arch-conspir- 
tors and defeat their machinations. The 
army is in better condition than for many 
years, but there is no certainty that its 
loyalty can be depended upon as the Republi- 
can propaganda has honeycombed the army 
and navy. Notwithstanding official secrecy, 
there is sufficient evidence that the gravest 
apprehensions are felt and that while the 
authorities are groping in the dark, they 
have a well formed idea that a crisis of the 
gra vest character forthe Spanish monarchy 
is approaching.

INTERNATIONAL AGRICULTURAL CONGRESS~—THE 
POPE AND THE FRENCH REPUBLIC. 

THE Hen, Sept. 10.—At yesterday’s ses- 
sion ofthe International Agricultural Con- 
gress the delegates unanimously approved a 
motion condemning the nationalization of 
land as dangerous to agricultural progress to 
the stability of rural communities, tothe 
morality of the government and to the pe- 
cunlary interests of States.

THE WORLD’S FAIR. 
Japan Objects to Japanese Displays by 
Private Concerns. 

Cnrcaco, II., Sept. 10®@-Director-General 
Davis of the World's Fair has received a com- 
munication from Gozo Tateno, Secretaryof 
the Japanese Legation at Washington. Mr. 
Tateno says he has been instructed to give 
the views of Munemitsu Mutsu, Minister of 
Agriculture, who bas charge of the Japanese 
Government exhibit. It is the Minister's 
opinion thatthe Government exhibit in the 
past has been seriously embarassed by al- 
leged displays of Japanese manufactures 
made by private concerns and not properly 
controlled. These unauthorized shows have 
injured rather than promoted Japanese com- 
merce, and in some instances have Deen used 
by speculators to defraud the merchants of 
Japan. It is the earnest desire of Minister 
Mutsu that nothing shall marthe nation’s 
participation inthe Columbian Exposition. 
The Government intends to make the great- 
est exhibit it has ever undertaken. To aid in 
this the Exposition authorities are asked to 
establish rules to guard against the evil com- 
plained of. Acompany is trying to secure a 
concession from the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to run a Japanese village. If the ro- 
quest of the Japanese Ministeris granted, 
the private corporation would be excluded.

HO DOUBT THAT THE UNFORTUNATE 
CREATURE WAS MURDERED. 


The Police of New Castle, England—Ex- 
citement Over the Oincinnati Jail 
Bribery Case~A Bank Olerk’s Big 
Steal—Murderously Assaulted by a 
Tough. 


MONTREAL, Sept. 10.~On the arrival of the 
r Fremont yesterday, the mutilated 
of a Woman was found in the hold. 
There is no doubt that the woman was 
murdered, and the authorities have taken 
the casein hand. Itis said that she came 
on board at New Castle with a man whois 
not Enown. The English police have been 
notified, and Scotland Yard officers will no 
doubt ferret out the mystery. The char- 
acter of the mutilations forcibly suggest 
the work of Jack the Ripper, the 
Whitechapel murderer, whose atrocious 
crimes filled the news columns of London 
and American newspapers for so longa time 
during the panic his crimes created in En- 
gland. 

No description ofthe man who accompa- 
nied the womanon board can be furnished 
by the authorities of the vessel, as he attract- 
ed little attention at the time. The theory 
advanced is that unobserved by the crew the 
man killed the woman and secreted ner body 
in the hold, where it remained undiscovered 
until the unloading of the cargo yesterday. 
No papers were found on the body to indicate 
the name or former residence of the victim. 
The body has been given in charge of the 
proper authorities, and an inquest will be 
held to-day.

The German Empire Ready for the 
_ Coming Struggle. 


RUSSIA COLLECTS A STRONG FLEET IN 
THE BLACK SEA, 


Future Fruits of the Czar’s Diplomatic 
Triumphs at Constantinople — King 
Oscar Will Side With the Dreibund— 
The Bait Offered Sweden — Military 
Maneuvers. 


Loxpox, Sept. 10.—A Munich dispatch says 
that the Kaiser has conveyed very clearly in 
high Bavarian quarters his impression that 
war is to be expected, and that all Germany 
should be prepared. At the same time, the 
Kaiser appeared to have no apprehension as 
tothe result. In addition to notifying the 
reserves, the German Government has 
ordered a careful inspection of horses subject 
to call for use in the army, and this order has 
been carried out everywhere, In fact, the 
whole Empire seems on the watch, waiting 
for the word to be given. 

A Berlin dispatch states that communica- 
tions have passed between the German and 
Swedish Cabinets relative to the attitude of 
Sweden in the event of a Buropean war. 
The bait held to attract the Swedes to the 
Triple Alliance is the prospect or recovering 
Finland. King Oscar is said to have declared 
that he would not enter into any formal ar- 
rangement, but that as between Russia and 
Germany his sympathies would de with the 
latter power. France has done everything 
possible to win Sweden over to the Franco- 
Russian side, but although King Oscar is 
personally attached to France as the land of 
his ancestors, the feeling of the Swedish 
people against Russia is very bitter and they 
are anxious to see its power crippled. 

To add to the warlike character of this 
news comes a dispatch to the Standard from 
Batoum containing the intelligence that 
eleven shipments ot war stores have tray- 
ersed the Dardanellesthis year. All volun- 
teer cruisers have taken heavy guns for for- 
tifying Viadivostock.

Dispatches from Berlin say Emperor Wil- 
uam andPrince Regent Luitpold reviewed 
the two Bavarian army corps in Munich yes- 
terday. The weather was splendid and the 
review presented a brilliant spectacle. The 
Emperor was at the head of the regiment of 
which heis honorary Colonel and bestowed 
decorations upon the principal Bavarian of- 
ficers. Chancellor Von Caprivi is conducting 
negotiations between the Emperor’s and 
Prince Laitpold’s military advisers witha 
view to the unification of the Bavarian and 
German military law.

Election. 


VALPARAISO, Chili, Sept. 10.—The Congres- 
sional Junta have arranged a plan for the 
complete restoration of peace and a consti- 
tutional government. Aconference was held 
yesterday at which it was agreed that a gen- 
eral election would be the best method to 
bring about the tranquillity that was so much 
desired. Accordingly Oct. 16 was designated 
as election day. 

Senators, deputies, municipal officers and 
presidential electors will be voted for, and 
the ballofing will be conducted in accordance 
with the laws of the country already estab- 
lished. The presidential electors will meet 
on Nov. 18tocast their ballots for the chief 
magistrate. This is merely a perfunctory 
duty, the electors simply confirming the 
choice of the people, as is done in the 
United States. * 

The members of Congress and other officers 
of the Government will be installed on Nov. 
10. The new President will take hig office on 
Dec. 2%. Minister Eganis playing the role 
of intercessor for mercy toward the con- 
quered. He is using the strongest influence 
at hiscommand upon prominent men in the 
Junta partyin behalf of Balmaceda’s erst- 
while supporters to prevent the confiscation 
oftheir property. it is very likely that his 
efforts will have considerable weight, as 
there has within the past few days beena

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An Earth-Wave Spreads Disaster in San 


Salvador. 


MANY LIVES LOST AND MILLIONS In 
PROPERTY DESTROYED. 


Full Extent of the Calamity Mot Yet 
Known —Awtul Scenes Among the 
Panic-Stricken People of the Oapital— 
Five Towns Wrecked by the Shock— 
Description of the Region. 


Sax Satvapon, Sept. 10.—Harthquake has 
again spread death and ruin in the Republic 


in this volcanic region have been observed. 
The volcanoes of San Salvador, San Miguel 
and Izalso have been unusually active and 
deep subterranean rumblings and slight 
tremors have been felt. Such things are not 
uncommon here, however, and while 
they created * feeling of un- 
easiness, there was no great alarm felt, 
At just five minutes before 2 0’clock the earth 
began to shake. The wave hada strong os- 
cillatory and vertical movement. People 
rushed into the streets pell mell. The shock 
lasted but twenty seconds, but Sefore it had 
passed away there wasa panic stricken mob 
making its way tothe open country outside 
of the city. The scene was awful. Men, 
women and children were shrieking and 
praying in the streets. Walls of houses 
cracked, tottered and fell; there was a deep, 
continuous rumbling as if of heavy thunder; 
the sky was overcast and the air was filled 
with a fine penetrating dust. While the 
shock lasted the earth rose and fell in long 
waves andit was impossible for anyone ta 
keep his feet. The panic stricken people 
flocked to the open ground outside of the 
city; temporary shelters were thrown up 
wherever possible, but nearly allof the men 
and a great many of the women and children 
had only the sky for a refuge. All through 
the morning there have been slight shocks 
but none approaching in intensity that which 
had been so destructive. 

A majority of the houses in the capital were 
either shaken to pieces or so badly wrecked 
that they will be uninhabitable.. The towns 
throughout the country have suffered more 
severely than the capital. Commasanna has 
been completely destroyed. Cojurepequew. 
Santa Tecula, San Pedro and Maahuet were 
so badly shaken that they were practically 
ruined, while the shock was plainly felt and 
damage was done by it at Santa Ana and Sus- 

uela, fully fifty miles from here. 

It is impossible at this writing to form any 
iden as to the number of lives which have 
been lost. Two people were killed here, and 
many were badly injured in the crush and 
panic to reach a piace of safety. President 
Ezeta is doing everything he can to stop the 
panic and care for the homeless people until 
it is considered safe forthem to go back to 
their homes.

POSTAL SERVICE REFORM. 

We cheerfully comply with the request 
of the ‘‘Forum’’ letter in which Postmas- 
ter-General WANAMAKER asks the Post- 
DisPATcH to suggest some better method 
than his new device for improving the 
service of county postmasters. 

After considering the forms he has sub- 
mitted to our inspection, we are still of the 
opinion that his orders to county-seat 
postmasters will result only in making the 
postal service a more earefully organized 
political machine than it ever was before, 
to the impairment rather than the im- 
provement of the postal service. 

The service is now organized on astrictly 
partisan and spoils basis, and Mr. WANA- 
MAKER’s order simply constitutes the 
county-seat postmaster a political boss and 
overseer over the other postmasters in his 
county as political workers. The instruc- 
tions and forms do not say so in words, but 
where the little offices are given out as re- 
wards for party services in small sections 
of the county, and the county-seat of- 
fice for larger party service and in- 
fluence in the county at large, and 
the big man is commissioned and or- 
dered by the Postmaster-General to 
visit the little ones and report them to 
him as “*poor,’? fair,“ „good, RK 
cellent’’ or perfect as officials, this 
new system of overseeing will simply con- 
vert the postmasters of the county into 
acoterie of political workers under the 
captaincy and control of the county-seat 
postmaster—dependent on his reports for 
the retention of their offices and con- 
strained to bestir themselves in politics as 
he commands. 

Instead of elevating and improving the 
service, this political machine rigging will 
demoralite and degrade it. An order put- 
ting the appointment of postmasters en- 
tirely upon the basis of fitness and ac- 
ceptability to the patrons of the 
officeean order assuring each and 
every postmaster that his tenure 
of office is independent of his party 
affiliations and warning him that partisan 
zeal and activity are in offensive conflict 
with his official relations and duties to the 
public, would far ‘‘better secure the im- 
provement of the service.’’ 

If Mr. WANAMAKER’S orders were not 
intended for political effect merely, why 
does his order of Aug. 15 to county-seat 
postm rs tell them that their reports 
will not be expected till Oct. 15?

WILL LEAD REVOLT 
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Mataafa Sworn to Redeem Samoa From 
German Rule, 


HORRORS OF THE SYSTEM OF ELAVERY 
ON THE PLANTATIONS. 


Cannibalism Practiced by Escaped Blacks 
in the Bush—The Blunder Made by the 
United States at Berlin—A Massacre 
of All Whites at Aria May Follow 
an Uprising. 


New Yoru, Sept. 10..-The Womp's special 
representative who accompanied the four 
rescued natives from New York to Samoa, 
and who has just returned to San Francisco, 
wires that the condition of affairs in the 
island is deplorable. War, in all of its hor- 
ribie phases of savagery, is imminent. A 
general massacre of the German population 
of Apia may be the frst stroke by which 
Mataafa, the revolutionary leader, will begin 
the strife. All present indications point to 
this issue; but war, frightful as it always is 
among the savages in the Pacific, is asa 
trifie pared with the other horrors, 
to the perpetuation of which the 
United States and Engiand have unwittingly 
pledged themselves. Our diplomats who 
were sent to Berlin to frame a treaty that 
should preserve the autonomy of the Samoan 
Islands were hoodwinked into pledging Fed- 
eral support to sla very in these lovely sea 
islands. Slaveryina far worse form than 
was ever known in our own history is cursing 
these islands as the old South was never 
cursed. There is more horror, more misery 
and more shame on the Upoly plantations 
than any other partof the world has ever 
mon as a coincident effect of slavery. 

THE SYSTEM OF 6LAVERY. 

Speaking of the system of slavery inaugur- 
ated by the Germans, he says: ‘‘It should be 
understood that the slaves are not Samoans. 
They are natives of the Solomon and Fiji 
Islands who have been brought here by the 
Germans to work their plantations. I don’t 
know how many years ago it was that 
the Germans made their appearance in 
Samoa. I tried to find out how long they had 
been there, but the Germans themselves de- 
clined to give me any information. When I 


asked the natives the reply in effect was, 
Too long. It cannot have been more than 
fifteen or twenty years ago, however, that 
any organized effort was made by the Ger- 
mans to obtain possession of the islands. At 
any rate it was less than a score of years ago 
that there was organized in Hamburg a com- 
pany with the tremendous name of Haupt- 
Agentur der Deutsche Handels-und 
Plantagen Gesellschaft Sudsee- 
Inseln, zu Hamburg. From all that 
can be learned of what this 
company has accomplished, its purpose from 
the very first must have been to realize im- 
mense profits for its promoters through the 
acquisition of rich Samoan lands for nothing. 
The first Germans who came to Samoa repre- 
senting the company brought with them 
many casks of rum. Up to that time flery 
liquor was almost unknown in the island. 
Enough rum was supplied to the natives to 
give them a taste for it and to befuddle their 
Drains. When this stage was reached the 
natives were ready to barter their lands for 
morerum. This was just what was intended 
by the invaders. Something like 100,000 
acres of choiee lands were purchased at the 
first visit at the rate of 87% cents an acre. 
All this land was paid forinrum. The natives 
were so eager for liquorthat many of them 
sold lands belonging to others. Subsequent 
Visits were made, and the company within 
two years had acquired nearly 500,000 acres on 
the island of Upolu. All of it was along the 
coast near the village or town ot Apia. The 
company is now referred to as ‘The German 
firm.’ 

Having secured all the land it needed, the 
firm sought the means by which it could be 
cultivated. The question of labor became a 
most difficult one. The Samoan natives vo- 
fused to work even for a rum compensation. 
The Germans then stopped the supply of rum 
altogether, This angered the natives at first, 
but, as it turned out, it was the best thing for 
them that could have happened. They lost 
the desire for strong drink, and with the re- 
action came a realization of the fact that 
their lands had been taken from them for al- 
most nothing. Upon this realization followed 
their first impulse of hatred for everything 
German. 

The natives having refused to work for 
the Germans on any terms,the firm decided 
to obtain labor from other islands in the 
South Pacific. A ship was sent to the Solo- 
mon Islands, and returned with 800 men, en- 
gaged to work at the rate of $2 a month. 
These men were in reality slaves, although 
they did not realize that fact until later.’’ 

The correspondent then traces the growth 
of the system, until the plantations were 
filled with slaves from the Solomon Islands, 
the Figil, Tonga and New Guinea, all held in 
bondage by the German owners of the lands. 


REVOLTS AGAINST THE LASH. 


Revolts among the bondsmen have been of 
frequent occurrence. They have no weapons, 
and, therefore, the overseers, armed with 
repeating rides, find it easy to overcome 
them. Instances of individual resistance are 
frequent, but they always end in the death of 
the black who thus offends. The whipping 
post was established as a punishment for 
degerters and scores of barbarous scenes 
are referred to as the result of the 
crue] practive. For the most trival offenses, 
the blacks were brought upto be lashed. 
The lash consisted of fine wire strands with 
little steel points fixed to the ends. Scores 
of the poor victims died under the lash. 
Others were tortured almostto death. The 
lash „laid the flesh open in stripes and in 
every case the victim was covered with 
blood. No matter how terribiy a victim of 
the horrible torture was injured, he was 
at once sent back to his work still bleeding. 
In all tropical countries an open sore is 
slow to heal, owing to the great heat. There

The bush was very thick wh 
the ascent ofthe mountain. The trail had 
not been followed for months. Great vines 
and ferns had crossed and recrossed the 
path which was scarcely wide enough to al- 
low the passage ot a man, to say nothing 
a bout a horse. It was all that I could do to 
keep my seat. Trusting more in the horse 
than in myself I gave him his head 
and allowed him to pick his way 
over the rocks and buiging roots. 

Towards noon I had reached a bit of clear- 
ing and was about to dismount to rest and 
eat lunch, when I heard voices just ahead. 
The foliage wasso thick in the brush thata 
person twenty feet from the path is abso- 
lutely screened from sight. A moment later 
two blacks leaped into the path directly in 
front of the horse. I recognised them at once 
as Solomon Islanders tn spite of their saluta- 
tion of ‘*Tolofa’’ in Samoan. They were 
covered with running sores and their bones 
showed through their Diack hides, 
so emaciated had they become. In 
the Samoan tongue they invited me to come 
to their hut for kiki (food). I told them I was 
im a great hurry and must not stop. They ex- 
postulated with great vehemence, gesticu- 
lating wildly, and were evidently working 
themselves into a fury. I started the horse 
upwards, but at the first step they seized his 
bridle on either side, causing the animal to 
rear violently, Luekily I remained in the 
saddle. Knowing it was a critical moment I 
drew my revolver and leveling it frst at one 
then the other I shouted the genuine old 
American warnin: ‘‘Get out!’’ They ran. 
Leaping back into the bush they were out of 
sight like a flash.’' 

GROWING WORSE, 

Of the future he says that the condition of 
the slaves is worse to-day than ever. There 
is no longer any pretense of employing the 
blacks at even the meagre compensation of $2 
a month. The support ot the existing form 
of Government by England and the United 
States has made the German firm bolder than 
ever. Slaves are tortured to death 
merely as a warning to others and 
to keep them in subjection. Ships 
are constantly plying between the Samoan 
Islands and the other South Pacific groups, 
bringing cargoes of slaves. They are wild 
men, small parties of whom have been sur- 
rounded by armed forces of Germans and 
driven on board the ships. They are chained 
in the foul hold, where they remain, half- 
starved, until the vessel can reach rome one 
of the many small barbors on Upolo coast. 
Then they are landed and driven to the plan- 
tations. 

Mataafa is saidto have made up his mind 
to redeem Samoa from German domination 
and abolish siavery on the islands. 

A few weeks ago it was decided that 
Mataafa should be invited toa conference 
with Malietoa, the membersof the Council 
and the Chief Justice. Mataafa was then, as 
he is now, encamped at Malie, ten miles from 
Apia, surrounded by natives, who have 
refused to agree to the form of government 
set on foot by the Germans. Mataafa walked 
through Apiatothe hut of Malietoa, and on 
the way was Tespectfully saluted by every 
native ne passed. He isa dig man, of com.- 
manding figure, and he walked through the 
town proudly. At the conference he was 
asked if he would disband bis force and 
acknowledge Malletoa as King. He replied 
that he was fully aware that Malietoa was 
the rightful King, but he was sorry to feel 
that he was the Kingonly for the Germans, 
not for the Samoans. 

There is a feeling of disquietin Apla, and 
the correspondent declares thatthe coming 
storm cannot long be delayed. It is known 
that some of Mataafa’s chiefsare impatient 
and anxioustostrike a blow for freedom at 
once, Mataafa will try to Keep them in 
check until the next tax levy. Should Ma- 
taafa decide to strike in November, as many 
think he will, his first move will feto sack the 
houses of the Germansin Apia and to lay 
waste all of their plantations. Every German 
found on land will be killed. The natives are 
fierce and barbarous enough in war, and as 
every white man who cannot speak Samoan 
is regarded as a German, the massacre, if one 
comes, may extend to all Europeans. It is 
believed, though, that the Americans will be 
warned in time to enable them to reach the 
man-of-war. Mataafa learned some valuable 
things military tn the last war, and when he 
moves again Germany will be a safer place 
for Germans than Samoa will De. 


WILL PROBABLY BBCOVER. 
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Good News From President Fitsgerald of 
the Land League. 

Dr. Thos. O’Reilly recefved a telegram last 
Tuesday from John T. Sutton, Secretary of 
the National Land League, stating that John 
Fitsgerald, the President of the League, was 
very low and not expected to live long. A 
surgical operation had been performed and 
it seemed almost certain then that he would 
not recover from the shock. Better news 
was, however, received to-day in the follow- 
ing telegram:

The continued absorption of ammonia in 
even minute quantities at an adulterant in 
food is injurious not merely fram its effect 
upon the complexion, but because it destroys 
the coating of the stomach and causes dys- 
pepsia and kindred evils.

She Came From London to Do Missionary 
Work Among the Dives of American 


Otte Completely Lost to Sight After 
a Visit to a Clergyman—Threatening 
Notes Received. 


once, Iu., Sept. 10.—Miss Ava, a wealthy 
English woman who came to Chicago recent- 
ly to raise the standard of living tn theslams, 

is reported to the police as missing. She has 
been stopping at the residence of the Rev. 
Dr. Bolton. Last evening Miss Ava and Mrs. 
Bolton drove to the Catholic church on West 
Twelfth street. Miss Ava entered the butla - 
ing and Mrs. Bolton waited for her ip thecar- 
riage. Miss Ava told her companion she only 
intended having a few minutes talk with the 
priest. Mrs. Bolton waited a half hour, and 
figally bacame alarmed when Miss Ava did 
not return. She remembered that the 
misssonary had spoken of receiving 
letters in which her life was threatened and 
feared she had come to harm. Mrs. Bolton at 
once notified the police. Detectives who were 
dont out learned from the priest at the church 
that Miss Ava had called, and after fifteen 
minutes’ conversation about religious mat- 
ters, had gone away. All attempts to gain 
any clew to her whereabouts after that time 
bave thus far been fruitless. 

Miss Ava came to Chicago the first of last 
month to carry on the work which she had 
acquired fame for doing in London. Several 
days ago she purchased a house at 848 Mon- 
roe street, but had not occupied it. Miss 
Ava is said to be very wealthy and has de- 
voted her time and money to induiging her 
hobby for ‘‘slumming..’’ Her friends say 
that her crusade against wrong has made 
her many enemies who have threatened her 
ute and sworn to serve her as Dr. Oronin 
was treated. 

FRIENDS MYSTIFIED. 

Francis Mingay and family, who are in 
charge of the house at 848 West Munro street, 
are very much mystified over the sudden dis- 
appearance of Miss Ava. Mrs. Mingay, an 
elderly lady, said that Miss a came to her 
five weeks ago and requested her to take care 
of her residence at the above number. 

„Miss Ava left the house yesterday after- 
noon in a very excited manner, said Mr. 
Mingay. ‘‘A carriage was waiting at the door 
for her and I cannot imagine what has de- 
come of her. When she first came here she 
continually complained about the Catholics 
and that she was afraid they would take her 
life. Tuesday she received a letter, and when 
she read it she became unusually excited. 
From what she said to my daughter, who 

waited upon her, the letter contained threats 
todo away with her. I heard her say that 
she was afraid a bomb would be placed under 
her house to blow her up. Miss Ava often 
gaid that she was wealthy, but she never dis- 
played any money to confirm ber story and 
as can be seen from the appearance of these 
rooms, I hardly know whether to believe 
her. It seems strange that she should go to 
the Catholic Church and talk to the priests, 
as she hated the religion. 

Miss Alice Mingay positively refused to say 
anything about her mistress’ disappearance 
and when questioned would always say she 


was ignorant of Miss Ava’s doings. 
MRS. DR. BOLTON'S VIEWS, 

Mrs. Dr. Bolton in an interview had this to 
say: Mies Vera Ava first made herself 
known to my husband at a prayer 
meeceting in the Centennary church 
about four weeka ago now. 
She impressed both my husband and myself 
with the belief that she was a perfect lady 
and that what she said of her experiences in 
the White Chapel district of London was 
true. 

In appearance Miss Ava was what one 
would cal prepossessing. I should 
think she was about 88 years of age. 
She was a blonde, with blue eyes, and must 
fave weighed fully 210 pounds, Inher man- 
ner she never even for a moment aroused the 
slightest suspicion in me that she had any 
partiality for the Catholic faith, a fact which 
had been suggested to me since her 
Gisappearance and has deen asked by 
me repeatedly, because we drove to 
the Jesuit college. She did not state to me 
the exact business she expected to transact 
there and I never questioned her, especially 
when I noticed she was adverse to telling her 
mission. She was received into my hus- 
band’s congregation at Centennary Methodist 
on probation about two weeks ago. We were 
all much impressed with her seal and Obris- 
tian character. We left the house about 6:40 
o clock last evening and drove to the Jesuit 
college. We stopped directly before the 
door of the pastor's dy. We had been 
there before, and I usually faced toward the 
west on Twelfth street. This time she re- 
quested me to face east, and I did 
60. 1 saw a priest receive her 
at the door, and then I waited. I 
must have remained in the carriage fully two 
and a half hours before I sent the coachman 
to make inquiries. He in company with 
several priests searched throughout the 
house and church,I believe, but failed to 
find her. Beyond this Ido not care to say 


anything.“ 
AT THE COLLEGE. 

Father Edwin Kelley is the priest whom 
Miss Ava saw and had an interview with at 
the college. He was notin this mornin zg, 
Dut was out, it was said, attending 
to sick calls. Father Fitegerald, the Presi- 
gent of the college, says: About 9 o'clock 
last evening Father Kelley, who is the pastor 
of the church connected with this institu- 
tion, informed me that he had been 
paid a visit by a lady shortly after 7 o'clock 
and that be had after the interview led her 
tothe church connected with the bullding; 
that she expressed a desire to pray 
and that he left her in the church. 
He noticed that her carriage was still at the 
door, and at my suggestion we sought for her 
in the church. The coachman, appearing 
about that teme and expressing fears for Miss 
Avas safety, made a thorough search of the 
entire church, but found no trace of her.’’

FOR FRAUD IN CONSEQUENCE. 


A Peculiar Trade in Which a Flour Mill, 
Chicago Real Estate, and a Mysterious 
Syndicate Figured, and a St. Louis 
Merchant Lost $2,000—Cole in Cus- 
tody Here. 


Elmer E. Cole, a Chicago real estate agent, 
was locked up inthe Four Courts holdover 
this morning on a charge of defrauding John 
J. Mauntel, the st. Louis miller, of $2,000. 
All the parties to the transaction, which re- 
sulted in the alleged swindle, refuse 
to talk pending an amicable settlement. 
Mr. Cole is a handsome, well-dressed man 
about 8 years ofage. His arrest in his office 
In Chicago by Detective Lawler and his in- 
carceration here was caused by a warrant 
sworn out by Mr. Mauntel a few days ago, 
when he appeared before Assistant Prose- 
cuting Attorney Estep and told a story be 
hind which lie many interesting details, 
which will doubtless develop as the case pro- 
ceeds. 

MR. MAUNTEL’S STORY. 

Mr. Mauntel said he wasa member of the 
firm of Mauntle-Bargess & Co., which, be- 
sides its St. Louis interests, owned several 
milis in Iumois and Missouri. Several 
months ago he was addressed through the 
mal by a Mr. Elmer E. Cole of 
Chicago, who wanted to trade 
his Chicago real estate fora flour mill worth 
about $50,000. Negotiations of two weeks 
ended in the transfer of Mr. Cole’s interests 
in Ohicagofor Mr. Mauntel’s four mill in 
Evanston, Olinton County, II., which 
is said to have a capacity 
of 800 barrels a day and 
to be worth $50,000. Not long after this deal 
was closed, a Mr. F. ©. Dayton of Chicago, 
came to St. Louis and stopped at one of the 
leading hotels. He visited Mr. Maun- 
tel, so t is claimed, and repre- 
sented himself as an agent for 
a very wealthy syndicate of capitalists 
who were investing their spare cash in flour 
mills. If Mr. Mauntel had a mill in Illinois 
somewhere near St. Louis, he would find the 
syndicate ready to buy it. Mr. Mauntel said 
he did not own one at the time, but had just 
closed a deal with a hicago man 
who might sell, and he mentioned 
the mill in Evanston. It was the thing Mr.

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BOATS CANNOT RUN. 


Navigation Practically Closed on the 
Upper Mississippi. 


STEAMBOATMEN ARE COMPLAINING OF 
THE CONDITION OF AFFAIRS. 


Maj. Rufmer Much Incensed Over the 
Criticism of the River Men-—Oapt. Kel- 
ler Talks—Diamond Jo Boats All Tied 
Up—The Missouri River in a Deplora- 
ble State. 


No matter what reasons are given for the 
present condition of things, the fact remains 
that the navigation of the Missouri and Upper 
Mississippi is practically closed, and that too 
at what should be the busiest and most prof- 
itable season of the year, The six packets of 
the Diamond Jo Line are tied up at this point 
and elsewhere on the rivers; the three boats 
on the Kansas City line are laying up and 
even the Alton packet is about to discontinue 
daily trips to Grafton. 

In order that the real state of affairs might 
be ascertained, a Post-DISPATCH man made 
a trip along the Levee this morning. Agent 
Isaac Lusk of the Diamond Jo Line and Capt. 
Killen of the Diamond Jo packet Pitts- 
burg stood on the deck of the tied- 
up packet, sorrowfully gazing out over the 
muddy river. Mr. Lusk held in his hand a 
bellicose letter from Maj. Ruffner, United 
States engineer officer in charge of the Mis- 
sissippi from the mouth of the Illinois to 
Keokuk. The irate officer had written a 
three-page letter full of fight, decause the 
steamboatmen had dared to criticise his 
management of the river. 

CAPT. KILLEN TALKS. 

It's just this way, said Capt. Killen. 
We never before have had so much trouble 
and never before had toshut down at this 
season Of the year. From St. Paul to St. Louis 
is 800 miles and all the trouble Is experienced 
on the stretch of river 116 miles long, in 
charge of Maj. Rufner. Above Keokuk Maj. 
McKenzie has charge and the river 
is navigable for the entire distance to 
St. Faul. Eormerly Maj. McKenzie 
had charge for the entire distance. He is 
the only man whoever understood the upper 
Mississippi. If he has not enough money on 
hand to enable him to build wing dams he 
sends out his dredges. Now you can’t keep 
a Mississippi channel in one place, of course. 
It may de here to day and on the 
other side of the river to-morrow. But 
by using the dredges yOu can keep 
navigation open. Maj. McKenzie has gone to 
no end of trouble to help the steamboat men. 
He leaves blank printed postals with us and 
whenever we notice a new snag or finda 
channel filling up we drop him the postal 
from the first landing-place and he at once 
sends out and removes the obstruction. Ifa 
packet gets on a bar and can’t get off, the 
Major’s men always stand ready tolend a 
helping hand. Now, ever since the high 
water we have had trouble between Keokuk 
and the Illinois. Maj. Rufmer is an invinci- 
ble officer, unapproachable and strong- 
willed. It is of no use to try to tell him any- 
thing ana the steamboat men have 
learned that it igs cheaper to 
tile up and shut dowa than to 
try to do anything with him. When we 
complained to the papers the other day he 
got mad and charges us in this letter with 
attacking him through the press. Why, bless 
your soul, we do not want to reflect upon Maj. 
Rufner, but we can’t help Dut feel that an 
engineering officer ought to do all in his power 
rather than forte packet lines to tie up 
at their landings. The stretch of river

in fair condition, barring the bar at Hickory 
Chute. Maj. Miller has charge here, and 
he always helps us all he can. We are 
anxious to resume our trips to St. Paul.

THE PEARY PARTY. 


Perils Which the Explorers Will En- 


counter in Northland. 


THE NECESSITY OF SENDING OUT A RE- 


The Lieutenant’s Plans eas Told the Be 
turning Voyagers on the Kite-—How 
the Little Band Is Provisioned for the 
Long Winter—One of Greely’s Men on 
the Situation. 


Special Correspondence of the Post- DISPATCH. 
New Tom, Sept. 8.—The return of the 
steamer Kite from Melville Bay with mem- 
bers of the Philadelphia Academy of Natural 
Setences on board, who composed a part of 
the Peary exploring expedition, has caused 
discussion to turn on the probable fate of the 
party left in the little hut at McCormick Bay. 
This body of water runs inland about five 
miles from the site of Peary’s house and is 
about three miles wide at its mouth. Both 
shores of the bay are high and mountainous, 
sloping quite abruptly at about a quarter of a 
mile from the shore. Near the head of the 
bay two large glaciers descend from the tn- 


supplied with icebergs. The southern arm of 
the bay, or Cape Cleveland, and on which 
the headquarters are situated, is visited by 
the Arctic Highlanders. 

Lieut. Peary hopes to induce a family of 
these Arctic Highlanders to locate near him, 
and then he will bavea skilled hunter who 
can obtain for him seals, and the woman 
will be able to make from their skins the 
suits they will need during their stay in the 
North. 

PEREARY'’S PLANS. 

When the Kite was getting ready to return 
on her homeward voyage Peary said to Prof. 
Hellprin, the leader of the Philadelphia si- 
entific party who were about to leave him 
nd his little band: 

**] wish you would impress on the people 
at nome, de said, that the breaking of my 
leg need cause no alarm and is not likely to 
interfere with what I came here to do. The 
surveying work and exploring that was to be 
done this year will be prosecuted. A party 
will make a trip to the Humboldt glacier this 
fall. In the spring, that is in April or May,we 
shall set out for the northern limit of Green- 
land, which I imagine is not further north 
than & deg. Weshall make depots of pro- 
visions, one this fall at the Humboldt glacier 
anda second and third in the spring at Peter- 
man Fiord and a little south of De Long Fiord. 
Two other members of the party beside my- 
self will make the extreme northern journey. 
These will not be selected until next year. It 
is impossible to say who will be in best con- 
dition after the winter. I have not arranged 
to take dogs, and quite likely shall not do 80. 
Each member ofthe party will draw a sledge, 
with a total weight of 20 pounds. A com- 
pass, theodolite, barometer, and thermome- 
ter comprise the outfit in the way 
of instruments. A sextant is not of much 
use on the island iceon account of the drift 
snow obscuring the horizon. Sleeping bags, 
pemmican, bread, tea and sugar will be the 
principal articles taken. Ido not believe in 
having all the supplies in one big siedge to 
be drawn by all the members of the party. 
Small sledges are more easily handled indif 
ficult places. All three can concentrate on 
one sledge ata time in case of obstacles, 
When I madé my trip of 100 miles into the in- 
terior of Greenland in 1896 I had little 
trouble from chasms. I found that where 
they existed they did not extend for avery 
long distance. I could go round them. The 
inland ice being a mile or so thick in some 
places the chasms are very deep, anda piece 
of ice thrown over the side would go hurling 
down for an interminadle depth. These 
chasms, which I have mentioned asa bar to 
my advance, I do not expect much trouble 
from, nor do I believe there will be glacial 
rivers sofarnorth. By keeping away from 
the coast, where the ice breaks up, we shall 
in all probability find it very smooth, 
though it rolls in a manner resembling our 
Western pratries. 

When asked as to his plans for returning to 
civilization, Peary said: 

I none of the whalers call for us we must 
go Gown to Upernavik in our whaleboats and 
trust to luck to get thence to Copenhagen in 
one of the Government ships. We may have 
to go down to Ivigtuk in South Greenland and 
travel to Philadelphia in one of the cryolite 
ships. The owners of these kindly offered us 
the use of their vessels in case we are able to 
avail ourselves of them.’’

PROF. HEILPRIN’S VIEW. 

Prof. Hellprin publishesan article on the 
situation of Peary and his party, in which he 
takes issue with those persons who regard 
the explorer’s position as one of extreme 
peril. e says no expedition except that of 
Greely at Fort Conger ever went to the 
Smith Sound region so well equipped as is 
Lieut. Peary for spending the winter in com- 

tive safety and comfort. Greely and 

eary are the only investigators in that 
region who have had comfortable houses to 
live in. Peary has a good house, large 
enough for his little party. He has oil stoves, 
and abundance of keroseneto use in then, 
and seven tons of coal. The 
of his rovisions includes thirt 
of food Sides beverages, relishes, etc. 
Hayes and the Polaris party found abundant 
game on the same coast a little further north 
and as Peary is well supplied with the best of 
hunting arms and ammunition, the chances 
are that in the two months of daylight left 
them after putting up their house the 
were able to lay ina considerable supply of 
fresh meat, and thus save most 4 | their 
tinned meats for the sledge journey next 
spring. At any rate we have no pane Bo to 
believe there is a particle of danger that the 
party will suffer for food before the relief ex- 
pedition, which is certain to be sent, reaches 
their camp in August next.
